How totake Disease. 


Hall’s Journal of Health says that con- 
tagious diseases of the ordinary kind are 
such as are communicated by contact, by 
coming near enough to a sick person to 
breathe into the lungs, and swallow with 
the salivainto the stomach, certain solid 
particles which have become detached from 
the invalid, and which speedily fjnd their 
way into the blood and poisonit.

THE HOT-BED. 

One of the first requisites to having 
early vegetables is a hot-bed. This may 
be prepared without great expense, and 
its benefits will more than repay the out- 
The size required will depend on | 
the size of the garden on which plants 
are to be reset, but even a large bed may 
be made profitable for growing some veg- 
etables that do not require transplanting. | 
A bed four feet by eight will enable one 
to start a variety of plants, and have 
them in readiness for transplanting as | 
soon as the open ground is sufficiently | 
warm, and the season far enough ad- 


lay. 


vanced to secure them against injury 


from the frost or cold. 

A situation should be selected on the 
south side of a wall or close fence, where 
the bed will be protected against the 
northerly blast that for weeks to come 
will hold a check upon vegatation, and 
where it will havea sunny exposure, free 
from allshade. Make an excavation to 
the depth of eighteen to twenty inches, 
and considerably larger than the size of 
the bed required. This should be nearly 
filled with coarse, unrotted manure, fresh | 
stable manure mixed with leaves or well 

saturated horse bedding that will prolong | 
the process of fermentation and thus pro- | 
long the continuance of theheat. This | 

ebould be well forked over and suffered | 


to lie in a compact heap long enough be- | 


fore being thrown into the trench to al- 
low the fermentation to commence. When 
put into the bed it should be well trodden | 
down and the trench filled to within a! 
Over this place | 
several inches of partially rotted, fine | 
manure, bringing the bed above the sur- 
face of the ground. Place on the frame, 
cover with the sash and leave it a day or 
two forthe heating to commence. Re- 
move the frame with the sash and cover 
to the depth of six inches wit} good, rich 


soil, 


few inches of the top. 


On it may be 
sprinkled a very light covering of sand, 
or sandy soil, which will prevent the bak- 
ing of the surface. Replace the frame and 
recover with the sash, banking up the 


sides with coarse manure to protect the 
bed from the cold.

THE RUSSELL MANSION: 
OR, THE HAUNTED HOUSE.

| Whenever we look upon an ancient 
| homestead, be it either humble or pre- 
dulge in the wish to know something— 
|be it more or less—concerning its former 
|history, and of those who in other days 
occupied its rooms and premises. In the 
| State of Massachusetts we have seen not 
a few such places, among which cluster 


events of no ordinary interest. In the 


‘old historic town of Mendon, is to be} 


| seen a house and its surroundings, which 


| anticipates the remarks we have made.— 
We speak of what was known for many 
| years as the Russell Place,—thus called 


|from the name of its former owner, Hon.| 


| Jonathan Russell. 
| Mr. Russell is known in history as one 
|of the negotiators of the Treaty of Ghent, 
as Minister to Sweden, and as a Represen- 
tative to Congress. During his congres- 
|sional career, he was regarded as one of 
|the leading statesmen of the country, but 
|the political altercation he had with 
| John Quincy Adame, made it undesira- 
| ble for him longer to continue as an actor 


|in the arena of politics, and he decided 
|to retire to the privacy of home life. 

At that time he resided in Providence, 
but, having a desire to engage in the 
peaceful pursuits of agriculture he pur- 
chased a large farm house with its ap- 
pendages of buildings and lands, situated 
in the village of Mendon. 
| Mendon was then one of the most 
flourishing towns in Worcester County, 
and as the village was located on a hill 
that overlooked the surrounding country, 
it was regarded by Mr. Russell as emi- 
nently suited to the purpose he had in 
view. 2 

Soon after the rural estate was pur- 
chased, Mr. Russell engaged a large num- 
ber of workmen, representing all. the 
| branches of labor that were necessary for 
|the execution of the extensive alterations 
and improvements that were contempla- 


surrounded with a few ancient trees. To 
lthe house were added two large wings, 
extending towards the south, the main 
| house itself facing the north. Other ad- 
|ditions were made to the house, so as to 
connect it with adjacent buildings. Of 
|the out-buildings, there were two darge 
|barns for cattle, a building for sheep, one 
for poultry, another for swine, a work 
jshop, a carriage house, and a sufficient | 
}number of other buildings to make the 
| whole collection compare favorably with 
|many of the so-called western “ cities.” |

arezs respectively of 36,000 acres, 23,- 
000 acres and 17,000 acres. On the lar- 


year is reputed to be equal to an average 
of forty bushels to the acre, the yield 
running up on some parts of the farm to 
sixty bushels. The product of this farm 
for the present year is 1,440,000 bushels. 
Tie boundary on one side of this farm is 
about seventeen miles long. At the sea- 
son of plowing ten four-horse teams were 
attached toten gung plows, each gang 
having four plows—or forty horses with 
as many plows were started at the same 
time, the teams following in close succes- | 
sion. Lunch or dinner was served at a 
midway station, and supper at the ter- | 
minus of the field, seventeen miles distant 
from the starting point. They returned 
on the following day. The wheat in 
this immense field was cut with twenty 
of the largest reapers. It would require 
over forty ships of medium size to trans- 
port the wheat raised on this farm toa 
foreign market, Even the sacks required 
would make a large bole in ihe surplus 
money of most farmers. We have not 
the figures touching the product of the 
other two farms ; but presume that the av- 
erage is not much below that of the first. 
There ere thousands of tons of wheat 
which cannot be taken out of the valley 
this season, and must remain over as 
dead capital, or, what is nearly as unde- 
sirable, will only command advances at 


heavy rates of interest. 


The point in which many towns make 
a radical mistake in the management of 
their roads is in neglecting to provide 
suitable drainage. And here is where 
comes in the great necessity of attending 
to road repairs very early in the season. 
It isthen very easy to see just where 
drains are most needed, and where the 
work can be put upon them to the great- 
est advantage. 

There is no need of compelling the 
public to wade through mud évery spring, 
and the only way to prevent it is to pro- 
vide ample drains just wherever the water | 
stands so as to create mud and break up 
the road-bed. 

We wish we could impress every town | 
officer with the importance of the fact 
that there is no economy to the town in| 
allowing its roads to run down from neg- | 
lect to attend to them in time. Poor| 
and inefficient roads cost more in the end_ 
than good ones. 


Above all see to it that | 
the drainage of all public roads is per-| 
fect.— Massachusetts Ploughman.

Extracts from the Statutes of 1867, 
CHAPTER 130. 

Secr.1. Every owner or keeper of a dog shall 
annually, on or before the thirtieth day of April, 
cause it to be registered, numbered,d escribed and 
licensed for one year from the first day of the en- 
uing May, in the office of the clerk in the city 
or town wherein said dog is kept, and shail 
cause it to wear around its neck a collar, distinct- 
ly marked with its owner’s name and its regis- 
tered number, and shall pay for such license for 
a male dog two dollars, and for a female dog five 
dollars. 

Sect. 5. Any person keeping a dog contrary 
to the provisicns of this act, shali forfeit fifteen 
dollars, tobe recovered by complaint or indict- 
ment ; and of suid fine or forfeiture five dollars 
shall be paid to the complainant, and ten dol- 
lars shall be paid to the treasurer of the county 
in which the dog is kept,except thatin the Coun- 
ty of Suffulk the ten dollars sha!l be paid to the 

reasurer Of the city or town wherein. said dog is 

kept. A license from the Clerk ofany city or town 

shall be valid in any part of the Commoneeaith 

and may be transferred with the dog licensed.—

Plaster Treatment of Vines. 


An Italian correspondent furnishes 
the following experience :—I have a large 
quantity of grape vines planted in the 
open ground, and trained on poles and 
wires along the gravel walks. In plant- 
ing these I had the holes dug 25 inches 
deep; I then threw into each hole five 
or six lomps of old plaster of Paris, 
about the size of my fist. I threw a 
little earth over these lumps, and then 
planted the vines in the usual way. The 
result has been wonderful; the vines 
which were not balf an inch thick when 
planted three years ago, are now two 
inches or more in diameter, and bear 
finely. The grapes are also freer from 
disease. Other vines, not so treated, 
are much smaller and produce less, the 
fruit being also more liable to dis- 
To try the effect of this plaster, in 
planting two American black walnuts, 
we put plaster to the one and not to the 
other. The former grew twice as fast 
as the other. Last year we dug about 
the roots, of the one to which no plaster 
was put, and we threw in seven or eight 
large lumps of plaster among the roots ; 
the trees are now both of the same size, 
and though only four years old, are 16 or 
17 feet high.

Coal Ashes and Potatoes. 


I want to relate a little piece of per- 
sonal experience in regard to both, which 
may be of value to those who live in dis- 
tricts where the bituminous coals are 
burned, and where they have rich prairie, 
corn-bearing soil. I have found the ashes 
of the soft coals (but it may be true also 
of the ashes of the hard ones) one of the 
best manures for potatoes. If the ashes 
have lain ina pile a year or two before 
using, so much the better. If fresh ashes 
are used with strong meaoure, the result 
is pretty nearly as good. In the case of 
the potato, coal ashes do not so much 
produce large growth of stalk as large 
and smooth tubers, which seem to be done 
by keeping moisture in the soil and in- 
sects out of it. Indeed coal ashes in con- 
junction with well rotted manure, seems 
to be particularly suited to all crops which 
like a cool and moist climate. So then 
let me advise dwellers in large towns 
that they may make a profitable use of 
that which has been considered almost as 
pure waste and offal, and the fertility of 
their grounds and gardens may be main- 
tained, both in wet seasons and dry ones, 
by the liberal but judicious use of bitu- 
minous coal ashes.— Cor. of Exchange.

Mapison Cake. One pound of fresh 
butter and one pound of pulverized sugar, 
rubbed together and beat light; adda 
tablespoonful of grated nutmeg and a 
tablespoonful of ground cinnamon ; sepa- 
rate and beat until light fourteen eggs ; 
mix in the yolks, and beat them well with 
the sugar. Pulverize a teaspoonful of 
soda, and sift it with a pound and three- 
fourths of flour; seed two pounds of 
raisins, cut them once, dredge them with 
flour, and stir them in the cake; and 
lastly, stir in a pint of rich sour milk.— 
Bake immediately in a moderate oven, 
and ice when partly cold. If more fruit 
is desired, mix in the same quantity of 
washed Zante currants. 


Pork CHowper. Take six large 
potatues, and peel and slice them; take 
a small piece of pork, slice it thin, put in 
your kettle and let it fry, then pour hot 
water on it; put in your potatoes and 
onions; salt and pepper to taste: let it 
boil. Fora crust, take one quart of 
flour ; two teaspoons of cream tartar; one 
teaspoon of soda; a little salt; mix with 
water or sweet milk; put in and boil 
fifteen minutes; boiling the crust too long 
makes it hard and clammy.

First Introduction of Gas.

He made his first experiments in 1792, 
and six years later he succeeded in light- 
ing up the engineering works of Watts 
& Boulton, at Murdock

light to London, however, belongs toa 
| German named Winsor. He was an en- 
thusiast, and employed all the arts of

EDUCATIONAL LEGISLATION. 

Twenty-five thousand dollars were ap- 
propriated for Professor Agassiz’s Mu- 
seum of Comparative Zoology. 

A grant of a lot of land on the Back 
Bay was made to the Institute of Tech- 
nology, on which to erect a byilding for 
the departments of chemistry and engi- 
neering. 

The friends of industrial art-education 
desired $15,000 for the establishment of 
a school, but received only $7,500. 

An appropriation of $36,000 for an ad- 
dition to the State Normal School at 
Bridgewater was made. The truant sys- 
tem has been revived, and its control has

LIQUOR LEGISLATION. 
Liquor legislation was very prolific, 
and the probibitionists came out victori- 
ous. The beer law, giving cities and 
towns the right to vote on the question of 
allowing the sale of ale, porter and lager 
beer, was repealed, thus abolishing the 
local option as applied to the sale of malt 


liquors. The advertisement of seized 


liquors was done away with. The salary) 


of the police commissioners was raised 
from $500 to $800 a year. 
STATE PRISON. 
There was some important prison legis- 
lation. During the year the question of 


removing the State prison from Charles- 


ing unhealthy and the site valuable for 
business purposes. A bill was therefore 
passed for the purchase of a site else- 
where and the erection of a new prison 
at a cost of amillion dollars. 


LUNATIC HOSPITALS. 

Six hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
was appropriated for the erection of a 
rew lunatic asylum, either in Essex or 
Middlesex counties, for the benefit of 
both Suffolk and the afore-mentioned 
counties. 

The enlargement of the Taun ton luna- 
tic hospital by the addition of two new 
wings at a cost of $125,000 was author- 
ized. The committee cn charitable in- 
stitutions in their report on this subject 
states that the number of the insane is 
increasing so rapidly that when these 
additions are built,and the new Wor- 
cester asylum and the new asylum in the 
northeastern part of the State are built, 
the} accommodations will still be insuffi- 


| cient, 


MILITARY AFF AIRS. 

The chief work of the Committee on 
military affairs, was the reorganizing of 
the militia, and the subject was taken 
hold of in earnest, the bill of 80 pages 


|reported, passing through five committees 


aod both branches without material 
change in any of its principal features. 
The bill makes radical changes in the 
laws and provides for a thorough re- 
organization of the militia. The force is 
reduced to 5000; men are to enlist for 
three years; exempts members of the 
militia from jury duty, uniforms the men 
atthe State’s expense, and in other ways 
assures a well orggnized and disciplined 
force of citizen soldiers. All other laws 
on this subject are codified. A resolve 
for an additional appropriation for the 
purchase of a State camp ground for the 
militia was passed, and a tract of land at 
Framingham was purchased. All en- 
campments of the militia are hereafter 
to be held there. 
AGRICULTURAL. 

In accordance with the recommenda- 
tion of the secretary of the State board 
of agriculture, a bill was reported provid- 
ing for the appointment of an inspector 
of commercial fertilizers. The bill was 
strongly opposed by manufacturers of 
doubtful articles, but it was successful. 
A bill was passed requiring that all cans 
in which milk is sold by wholesale deal- 
ers shall be of a uniform size and hold 
eight quarts. 

SPECIAL ACT OF INCORPORATION. 

The Boston Land and Wharf Improve- 
ment Company has been incorporated.— 
The territory intended to improve for 
commercial and other purposes is located 
in Ward 16, on the borders of Dorches- 
ter Bay, between South Bostor and the 
Neponset River. 

BRIDGES. 


Bridges are authorized to be construct- 


ed across the Connecticut River between 
Springfield and Agawam, across the Ne- 
ponset River between Squantum in 
Quincy to Boston, and across the Mer- 
rimac River between Haverhill and 
Bradford. 

INTERESTING TO TOWNS. 

Towns will find in the laws of the 
present year some important changes, 
some of which will augment to a consid- 
erable degree the expense of carrying on 
their governments. Assessors and school 
committees have their per diem pay raised 
from a dollar and a half a day to two 
dollars and a half, the provision that the 
towns may pay still more being retained. 
Clerks and registrars are to receive fifty 


cents for obtaining and returning the facts |. 


relating to births, but a place of more 
than 10,000 inhabitants may limit the 
aggregate compensation; and the fees of 
sextons and undertakers, etc., for return of 
deaths are raised from ten cents to twenty- 
five cents. Towns and cities are author- 
ized to vote that on all taxes unpaid at a 
certain time, interest not exceeding one 
per cent.a2 month may be added; and 
after another certain time an additional 
one per cent. a month, the interest to be 
added to the tax. Road commissioners 
are hereafter to have the powers of select- 
men in relation to streets, ways, bridges, 
monuments, guideposts, shade trees, side- 


walks, sewers and drains, and moving | 


buildings. County commissioners are | 
hereafter allowed to assess the expense | 


of relocating highways upon abuttors, as 


well as on the town or county or ana 


petitioners for re-location ; there is also 
a statute relating to the management of | 
lock-ups, providing for the annual ap- 
pointment of keepers in places now re- 
quired to keep lock-ups the keepers to 
have the powers of policemen, and towns 
now by law required to keep lock- -ups | 
are subject to penalty for neglect, and al-| 
so for neglect to appoint keepers. Cities 
and town are authorized to establish 
hospitals for the temporarily sick who 
may require relief, with pqwer to appoint 
“trustees and all other officers, agents 


and servants necessary.” The amount tobe | 


paid for the support of a pauper by a town 
liable for such support, to a town which 
actually supports such pauper, is raised 
from $1 to $2 a week.

Home, Farm and Garden. 


Curing Grasses. 

Views in relation to curing grasses in- 
to hay, are jast as wide as they are in re- 
lation to the time of cutting. Some per- 
sons insist that three days of fair weather 
is none too much in which to change into 
hay; that grass should be cut when the 
dew is on it, be stirred during the middle 
of the day, cocked before the dew is on 
it in the afternoon, opened at about ten 
o'clock the second day, cocked again at 
night , and the third day slightly opened 
and got in immediately after dinner. 

These views are not common, but are 
still maintained by some persons. An- 
other plan, and one which is gaining new 
converts every! year, is the practice of— 

Cutting the grass in clear weather, and 
housing it immediately, or, at most, after 
two or three hours’ exposure. We have 
not seen this done, nor should we like to 
risk a crop in this way; and yet the evi- 
dence is entirely convincing that it is 
done every season, with a perfect success. 
One of our best farmers states to us that 
he saw fifty tons of excellent old hay ina 
barn, in July, where the proprietor was 
then putting about two tonsa day that 
was cut only an hotr or two before! 
The owner stated that the fifty tons of 
old hay then in the barn was harvested 
in the same manner. 

At nearly all the large agricultural 
meetings in New England during the last 
year, gentlemen have stated in positive 
terms that they! practice this mode of get- 
ting their grass, and with a perfect suc- 
cess. Wedo not urge the adoption of 
the practice. If tried, let it be in the 
smallest way, at first, consistent with the 
principles involved in the plan. 

In all the various modes, there isa 
happy medium which may be observed 
with safety. 

In a clear day, and when there is a 
gentle hreeze, grass may be cut in the 
morning, and by constant attention in 
turning and shaking it up lightly, be 
found in a suitable condition to be taken 
tothe barn by three or four o'clock in 
the afternoon. These opportunities, how- 
ever, would probably be rare. 

Another mode, and one which is 
practiced more than all others, is to cut 
the grass in the morning, shake it out by 
tedder or by hand once or twice before 
two o'clock, and cock it while warm.— 
After the dew is off the next morning, 
shake it open so that it will lay up lightly, 
without spreading it much, and as soon 
after one o'clock as possible get it in. 

By adopting this course, no doubt need 
be left upon the mind as regards the 
keeping of the hay; it will remain sweet 
and nutritious, and the stock will give 
ample evidence of the skill exercised in 
preserving the crop. 

The above remarks do not relate to 
the clover crop. It is possible that our 
“green grass” friends may be able to 
preserve it by their rapid system. But 


in the usual practices of making hay,| 


clover requires a treatment quite unlike 
that of the

bunches are grown instead of three, as

It will bring ona case 
when cucumbers have failed. For asud- 
den case we advise them crumbled in 
milk. Eaten at the right time, and in 
proper quantities, lobster stands second

Cucumbers on Trellises. 


Wherever we go we see the cucumber 
in the open air suffered to run on the 
ground. This is no doubt a relic of Eu- 
ropean culture. There it is necessary, 
The climate is not hot enough and the 
plants have to be started, if not grown 
altogether, in low, flat glass frames. But 
where the cucumber grows wild, it 
spreads over bushes and trees, and the 
growth and product are enormous. All 
plants with tendrils prefer to ramble in 
this way. The grape vine, it is well 
known, seems fairly te rejoice when it 
can find a large mass of twiggy brush to 
ramble over as it wills, and so does the 
cucumber. No one who has not tried can 
have any idea of the luxurious growth of 
a cucumber when trained to a stake 
which has a set of stubby side branches 
left along its length. Some which the 
writer saw might be taken at a distance 
for some vigorous kind of ornamental 
gourd—and the crop was enormous. 

A great advantage in the style of cul- 
ture is that the plants occupy far less 
ground than when permitted to spread 
over the surface in the usual way. This 
is a great gain to small gardens, and to 
large ones, for that matter — for if we 
have land enough and to spare, few 
of us have time to waste in preparing 
more of it than is necessary to the per- 
fection of a crop.— Gardener’s “fonthly.
